The 
U of  UNITED  weakly  struck  as  usual,  but  the  balance  of  the  wording  is  so 
unusually  strong  that  we  can  only  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  must 
have  been  one  of  the  first  struck.

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  in  San  Francisco  from  Feb- 
ruary 20th  to  December  4th,  1915,  in  celebration  of  the  construction  and 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  expositions  ever 
held  in  the  United  States  and  attracted  world-wide  attention.  Forty-four 
States,  United  States  Territories,  and  thirty-six  foreign  nations  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  coins  struck  in  connection  with  the  Exposition  are  among  the  most 
interesting  of  the  United  States  Commemorative  issues.  Among  them  were 
two  Fifty  Dollar  Gold  pieces,  the  only  coins  of  that  denomination  to  be 
issued  by  the  United  States  Government. 

The  San  Francisco  mint  prepared  approximately  1,500  sets  of  the  1915 
commemoratives,  but  only  483  were  actually  sold  at  the  Exposition.  The 
balance  was  returned  to  the  mint  for  melting.  Of  the  small  group  of  sets 
to  come  on  the  market  we  doubt  if  half  the  original  number  exist  today.
